This software system will provide the capability to collect process data and communicate this data between each of
the Austin Energy power plants. There is a regulatory requirement that historical operating data must be stored for
a nominal period of two years for insurance and reporting purposes. The piant histarians will send data to the
corporate historian located at Town Lake Center. A secure connection between the plant and corporate historians
will be provided by Austin Energy's ITT using the existing equipment/systems.

Once installed, the corporate historian will provide plant data to management using existing desktop systems. In
this way, the information can be utilized to troubleshoot and optimize generation assets.
